Hia wife tbeo aaid: “That waa 
the i2A of Deceiidter. We baard 
tba found of the artillery on'the 
froaen road juat about bed-time, 
and that wad tbe firat we knew tbl 
YankeM were eboat. W’a had eoa- 
pected •omelhiDg when A- had oot 
come home. Two old ^ntlemen 
who were refugeea went out of tbe 
bouae aod bid. 

'‘The'neit laornitiK I went up to 
the tenant bouae to Buil out wliat 
bad become of A., if I could, and 
when I atepped in tbe door there 
ley an eight year old oliild dead in 
the bed, ita mother and another 
child in tbe aame rooni’wo aiek 
they could not attend to it. 1 
went to Hilbboro aud found oot 
where A. wta. ard oame berk and 
preparnl tbe dead child for burial. 
The night before, I bad left the 
curtaini qp ao that if A. came 
home he could aee in.

Her hnaband contiuned:

REAT NATIONAL CALAMITY 


Tbe pulp mill baa decided to as- 
tabllsh itself at Covington instead 
of OaUwell, so say all tbs reports, 
and ite enppoae that tbe bells are 
all ringing and tbe people celebra¬ 
ting in Hinton (or now they will 
have tbe mixture they drink assur¬ 
ed them. Caldwell, Ronceverte, 
ond Lewiaburg are so cut ap over 
tbe aasininity of the town of Hin 
too, however, that they are read> 
to turn tbe river from its conrse b< 
that it will not paea Hinton. Un 
ton will bear of tbia for many > 
day, for tbe loaa of the industry ii 
the State will be felt by all witbii- 
its bontida. 

Tbe biatory or the whole buai 
neaa can be related briefly. The 
West Virginia Paper Comiwn) 
found itself in pressing need of i 
supply of apruce wood, and made 
laige purchaaes in thia oounty, 
where there ia ao much apruce tbat 
the mind of man can not form a 
conception of the vast amount, 
This timber waa to have been man¬ 
ufactured into pulp at Caldwell 
where tbe Greenbrier meets tbe 
main line of tbe 0. & O., and a 
oonple of farms were purebaaed for 
tbe site. Tbe mills when complet¬ 
ed wbeil completed would employ 
1200 men, and altogether it was to 
be tbe biggest eflPair of ita kind in 
the world. Then there seemed to 
be a great future for Caldwell, and 
Ronceverte and Ijewisburg expect¬ 
ed b? be oonaolidated with Culd-, 
well in a short time in one great 
oiiy. Electric railways, banks, im¬ 
provement companiesr and other 
enterprises were projected. But 
all thiugs ure uncertain in this life 

Hinton, feeling slighted in not 
being benefltted by this prosperi¬ 
ty, and being further informed that 
a very Bscre<l edifice where tbe 
Hinton people worship called tbe 
round-house would be moved to 
Caldwell, ooiomenced to complain 
about baviug such a manufactory 
above them on tbe spring branch 
from which they took tbeir water. 
The water-works tinally served a 
notice on the pulp company tbat 
they wouik take steps against them 
in tbe coarts if they presumed to 
pollute tbe stream. 

Capital la always timid, and in 
this case the company was foot¬ 
loose, and tbe people of Covington 
coming forward at this time and 
offering induoements, the pulp 
oompauy appatently will dispose 
of tbeir farms at Caldwell and go 
over tbe mountaina aome thirty 
miles into Vi^inia. This makes 
a longer baul for the material in 
the log, but nol so long in tbe 
manufactured product. 

Pocahontas county was not nec¬ 
essarily affected by tbe change, 
but reporte began to de circulated 
th^t tfie railroad instead of being 
built up the river would be built 
from Covington to Travelers Re¬ 
pose. Marlinton has lost the rail¬ 
road BO often that it knows how tn 
stand a beresvement of this kind 
and remained calm. In tbe mean¬ 
time the work has gone on eteadi- 
ly, and present iudications are that 
the road will be built as fur as 
Marlinton thie summer. 

We believe that too mnoh im¬ 
portance has been attached in the 
minds of tbe public to tbe palp 
company as a freight contribiitur. 
Everyone has epoken of the pulp 
company as tbe chief customer of 
the Ureeubri^ Railway, and the 
highest estiiiiate has been that 
they will have hauled over the 
road HH,000,UUO feet of lumber an¬ 
nually. We have been informed 
that tbe Greenbrier Lumber Com¬ 
pany have contracted to furnish 
freight to the amount of 5D.iXX).000 
feet annually.

On the first page ia an article on 
tbe movemtoia of General Averill 
of the Union army, which took 
place in this seotiom as the writer 
understands them. He belongs to 
the younger generation and has 
heard of Averill ail hia life, but 
foond it difficult to acquire an un- 
I deratauding of Averill’a campaign, 
and-it ie eomewbat doubtful if any 
two persons living in the ooonty 
in 1863 saw the same things. 

When from some elevated point a 
citi7.en saw a troop of cavalry be 
hurried on before them warning 
tbe people to hide tbeir horses. 

With tbe fear of a Northern prison 
before them the men would go in 
biding until the country was clear 
of them again. The women rose 
to tbe occasion and remained at 
home with tbeir children. One 
lady when the warning came tbat 
tbe county was fall of troope again 
took a fine mle on which tbe crop 
depended and led him far back in 
the woods and tied bim up. Sbe 
then returned and the danger hav-, 
ing paaeed ehe went - to bring him 
in, and fonad that she bad failed 
to note the place she bad left him. 

She had hunted a long time, when 
the mule began to bray and so gave 
her an idea of his location. 

One citizen's experience on the 
retreat throngh the comity can be 
given briefly. A tenant's family 
wea down with diphtheria. Tbe 
tenant himself was in tbe Snntb- 
ern army as a substitute. The 
farmer rode to the bouse of an old 
lady ill the neighborbuod, on Wil- 
linniT.
